The  City  is  working  with  a variety  of  interested  parties  to  try  to  advance  the 
concept  of  "mobility  hubs"  — transportation  nodes  that  provide  access  to  a 
variety  of  different  transportation  options  and  services  that  can  help  improve 
mobility  options.  Attached  is  a draft  memo  outlining  some  of  the  concepts. 
There  is  now  a working  group  meeting  monthly  (next  one  is  on  9/17)  and  they 
are  looking  for  additional  groups  that  could  be  interested  in  partnering  on  some 
pilot  projects,  particularly  in  Downtown.  At  the  last  working  group  meeting, 
the  Fashion  District  BID,  and  potentially  the  California  Market  Center,  were 
mentioned  as  places  and  organizations  that  might  be  interested  in  this  topic. 

Happy  to  chat  more  on  the  phone,  if  you  have  time.  Perhaps  we  could  have  you 
attend  a future  meeting  of  the  working  group  to  get  your  take?
